The amendment filed March 13, 2006 has been entered, and claims 1,3- 
8,10,1 1,14-19 and 21-24 are allowed because the references of record do not teach or 
fairly suggest a filter containing two different particulate active carbons of the type 
recited. 

Also, since claim 7 has been allowed, claim 9 is now objected to, under 37 CFR 
§ 1.75, as being a substantial duplicate thereof. Claim 9 appears to recite the combined 
limitations of claims 6 and 7. However, since claim 7 depends from claim 6, claims 7 
and 9 appear to be substantial duplicates of one another. See M.P.E.P. § 706.03(k). 

Furthermore, claim 20 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
for the reasons given in the Final Rejection dated November 8, 2005 (page 2, lines 1-7). 
Applicant is advised that an amendment deleting the term "conventional" from line 2 of 
claim 20 would overcome this rejection, and claim 20 would then also be allowed.
